Claim 1 limits the method of making a semiconductor device to forming a window 
(groove, trench, opening) through an isolating layer and a depression in the isolating 
layer in the vicinity of the window, growing an active semiconductor layer in the area 
which is not lattice matched such that dislocations are formed in the window to relieve 
strain and further filling the depression with the active layer so that the depression is 
filled with dislocation free semiconducting material. None of the cited prior art teach this. 

Claims 2-1 7 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1 .
